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by  Warner  Euetle 


Since  publishing  Volume  II  of  The  Euetle  Famillee  in  U.S.  in  1969,  I 
have  received  many  expreaelone  of  appreciation  and  I have  met  and’ 
eometimee  entertained  members  of  our  family  that  I would  perhaps 
otherwise  never  have  been  able  to  enjoy.  Similar  opportunities  of 
enjoyment  for  others,  I hope,  may  arise  from  my  genealogical  work. 


1.)  I have  received  some  information  about  the  growing  younger  gen- 
eration, which  appear  briefly  hereinafter. 


2. )  As  the  gravestones  at  the  Eustis  Cemetery  lot  in  Dlxfleld,  Me. 

were  destroyed  by  snowmobiles  (Snowmobile  operations  in  ceme- 
teries in  now  forbidden  by  law  in  Maine),  the  broken  stones 
have  been  reerected  in  concrete,  as  carefully  as  possible,  and 
a Joint  monument  of  Vermont  granite,  on  a deep  foundation  with 
bronze  plaque  giving  names  and  dates,  has  been  erected,  as  well 
as  a protective  fence  at  the  back  edge  of  the  cemetery. 

3. )  Immediately  after  publication  of  Volume  I,  many  people  wrote 

to  ask  whence,  in  England,  came  William  Eustis  (1).  In  Vol- 
ume I,  I Incorrectly  speculated  on  Bladon,  Oxfordshire,  but 
this  was  wrong.  I later  learned  that  William  Tracy  Eustis  had 
determined  the  location  to  be  at  Bledlow  Village  near  Princes 
Risborough  in  Buckinghamshire.  There  are  various  papers  about 
his  explorations  in  the  Library  of  the  New  England  Historic 
Genealogical  Society  on  Newbury  Street,  Boston,  Mass. 


While  I have  determined  that  I cannot  and  will  not  struggle  with 
the  intricacy  of  British  Records,  I did.  go  to  Bledlow  Buckingham- 
shire in  the  first  week  of  May  1971.  I found  there,  not  Just  stones 
in  a pasture,  but  an  active  parish  and  interesting  old  Norman  Church 
with  many  Gothic  alterations.  The  Vicarage  adjoins  the  church  on 
the  west  with  a fine  view.  The  Vicar  is  Rev.  T.  H.  Edwards.  I pro- 
vide, hereinafter,  copieB  of  postcards  of  the  church  as  it  now  ap- 
pears. Also,  I Include  an  architectural  and  an  historic  analysis, 
the  author  of  which  I can  not  identify.  Rev.  Mr.  Edwards  and  I and 
Dr.  Michael  Burton  of  London  explored  the  Parish  chest  mentioned  in 
third  from  last  paragraph  of  the  pamphlet,  and  found  the  baptismal 
records  of  around  1630-1650,  We  found  what  we  believe  was  the 
ancient  record  of  the  baptism  of  William  Eustis  whom  we  know  in 
Boston  at  about  1650  as  William  Eustis  (1),  I believe  that  Mr. 
William  Tracy  Eustis  of  Boston  had  satisfactorily  established  this 
identity  in  his  searches  about  1900,  but  I wanted  to  see  the  re- 
cords myself.  Persons  wishing  more  details  should  search  the  notes 
of  Wm,  Tracy  Eustis  mentioned  above  at  N.  E.  Historic  Genealogical 
Society. 


While  there  can  be  errors  by  Wm.  Tracy  Eustis  or  by  me  in  trying 
to  connect  with  the  Latin  baptismal  of  birth  record  of  a man  in 
about  1635  at  Bledlow,  England,  I feel  we  are  Justified  in  believ- 
ing that  we  have  the  correct  facte.  We  felt  that  we  clearly  iden- 
tified the  baptismal  record  of  Guielmus  Flllus  Joseph  Eustes.  He 
was  baptized,  I believe,  on  February  16,  in  1635  or  I636.  These

old  records,  largely  in  Latin,  are  now  very  obscure.  We  also  thought 
we  found  a record  of  William's  sister.  It  was  getting  quite  dark  so 
I can't  say  that  we  adequately  examined  the  whole  record  for  the 
period  and  there  may  be  other  Eustis  references,  but  what  does  it 
matter.  WE  START  OUR  GENEALOGY  IN  UNITED  STATES  with  William  (l) 
at  North  Boston.  There  are  only  a few  persons  of  our  name  who  are 
not  descended  from  William  (1),  and  I have  included  all  of  those 
known  to  me  In  my  books  with  such  facts  as  I could  collect.  See 
Vol.  I.  See  Section  "0"  covering  the  distinguished  Tobias  Eustis 
family.  Also,  sections  P,  Q,  R,  S,  T,  covering  other  persons  with 
the  name  of  Eustis  that  I found.  Some  of  these  appear  both  In  my 
Vol.  I and  Vol.  II.

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A LETTER  FROM  ENGLAND 


I have,  within  the  week  of  April  15,  1972,  received  lengthy  com- 
munication from  Mr.  Donald  William  Eustace  of  13  Staveley  Road, 
Chiswick,  London  W.4. 

With  his  very  gracious  letter,  Mr.  Eustace  sent  me  a lengthy 
study  of  some  seventeen  pages  entitled 

The  Eustaces  of  The  Chlltern  Hundreds 

This  is  a scholarly  effort  which  gives  a list  of  various  per- 
sons living  near  Bledlow  who  were  named  Eustia , Eustace,  Fitz- 
Eustace,  Ewsters,  Eustas,  Ewster,  Ewstace,  Eustase.  This  list 
covers  some  132  in  all  from  at  Chinnor,  Bledlow,  Watlington,  Pyr- 
ton  or  Britwell . Chinnor  and  Bledlow,  he  says,  are  closely 
located  towns,  Chinnor  being  two  miles  from  Bledlow  and  with  a 
separate  church.  He  provides  pictures  of  today  showing  both  the 
Chinnor  Church  and  Bledlow  Church.  His  list  of  the  earlier 
names  he  has  found  mostly  come  from  Chinnor  starting  1568,  but 
at  about  1700  the  names  are  almost  exclusively  from  Bledlow,  and 
at  Bledlow  these  names  are  largely  spelled  Eustace  or  Ewstace. 

I do  not  know  the  source,  or  sources,  of  his  list  or  the  signifi- 
cance of  the  dates. 

He  says  the  "Eustace"  family  Is  dying  out  in  their  home  lands  of 
Chlltern  Hundreds.  Mr.  Eustace  ventures  the  thought  that  "vari- 
ous spellings  seem  to  have  been  used  with  the  Eustls  spelling 
largely  at  Bledlow  (Bucks)  and  in  New  England,  and  possibly  led 
to  Eustice  in  Cornwall ." 

He  does  list  a Joseph  Ewster  baptized  at  Chinnor  In  1587  who 
could  have  been  the  father  of  our  William  (l) , but  I shall  not 
try  to  unravel  the  identity  of  Joseph  Eustls  whose  fifth  child 
is  supposed  to  be  William  (1).  who  in  his  turn  had  a child  of  re- 
cord in  North  Boston  In  1659  and  an  eldest  son,  John,  who  admin- 
istered William's  estate. 

I have  considered  including,  herewith,  a copy  of  Mr.  Eustace's 
scholarly  communication,  but  will  not  do  so.  I would  be  willing 
to  prepare  a photo  copy  of  the  35  pages,  without  pictures,  for 
a very  few  specially  interested  persons  at  cost  which  I guess 
might  be  flO.GO  to  |l5.00  to  each  person. 

I expect  to  send  letter  he  sent  to  me,  and  his  remarks,  to  the 
Library  of  The  New  England  Historic  Genealogical  Society  where 
It  can  be  studied  by  persons  of  our  name.  His  title  is 

"Eustace  or  Eustls,  etc.  at  Chlltern  Hundreds 
Bledlow  and  Chinnor  England 

I do  hope  that  some  of  our  family,  when  they  are  in  England, 
will  visit  and,  perhaps,  help  the  old  churches  at  Bledlow  and 
Chinnor.  A visit  is  easy  as  they  are  in  Buckinghamshire  between 
Princes  Risbo rough  and  Oxford.
